The President bas directed the 
allotment of lands iu severalty to 
the Indians on the Warm Spring 
Reservation in Oregon. This is the 
first action taken under the Indian 
Land in Severalty Act which 
was passed by the last Congress. 
Under its provisions the Surveyor 
General of Oregon will have to 
survey a sufficient quantity of land 
to give to each bead of a family 160 
acres, to each single person over 
eighteen years of age, eighty acres; 
to each orphan under eighteen 
years of age, eighty acres, and to 
each other single person under 
eighteen years of age, forty acres. 
This distribution is made to male 
and female alike. Each Indian 
will receive a patent to his land, 
which shall be of legal effect, 
and will declare that the United 
States will hold the lands thus al- 
lowed for a period of twenty-five 
years in trust forthe use and benefit 
of the Indian or his heirs. At the 
expiration of this period the United 
States will convey this land in fee. 

In response to a request from the 
Jommissioner of Indian Affairs, 
Assistant Attorney-General Mont- 
gomery rendered an opinion upon 
the construction to be placed upon 
certain ambiguous sections in the 
Act, in which he holds that the In- 
dians who have heretofore received 
the allotment of a less quantity of 
land than is provided for in said 
Act are entitled to receive an ad- 
ditional allotment sufficient to 
make the entire quantity allowed 
equal to that named in the Act. 
The opinion also Lolds that the 
work of making ailotments may be 
done either by the special or regu- 
lar agent witbout the concurrence 
of the other.

[PRESS MISPATOHES TO THE GAZETTE) 
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Pians for New War Ships. 
WASHINGTON, April 2. 

At noon yesterday the plans were 
opened for an armored cruiser and a 
powerful battle ship, under the au- 
thority conferred by the Act of August 
3, 1886. Advertisements have been 
| published by the Navy Department in 
American and European newspapers 
since August last, inviting the sub- 
mission of plans for three vessels. 
The designers were required to submit 
detailed statements, weight of hulls, 


engines and armament, and the full- 
est particulars concerning the weight, 
power and economy of the engines, 
boilers and screws ; torpedo apparatus, 
rigging, displacement, speed and 
other material points. mn case a 
plan is accepted, the designer is re- 
quired to nake any change of designs 
in the armament free of expense, and 
the Department agrees to pay $15,000 
for the design of each type of vessel 
which may be selected from the plans 
submitted. The general requirements 
of the Department for the armored 
cruiser are that she shrill have a 
double-bottomed bull of steel, with 
numerous water-tight compartments; 
aram bow,anud a steel-armored deck 
covering the machinery; two‘thirds 
full sail power, and a battery co'n- 
posed of four 10-inch and six 6-inch 
rifles and machine guns. The 
armored battle ship is to be substan- 
tially like the cruiser’s hull, but is to 
have a heavy battery composed of two 
2-inch guns, and six 6-inch guns as a 
secondary battery. 


Fron and Steel Workers. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., April 1, 
The lodges of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of iron and steel workers 
throughout the country will elect del.

their annual convention, which meets 
ia this city on June 7th. There is a

Starvation in Texas. 

GALVESTON, Texas, April 2. 
A special to the News from Austin 
says: State Senator Woolward, of Cal- 
toun Co.has received a statement from 
Atascosa county, sworn to by four re- 
sponsible citizens and endorsed by the 
County Judge, Sheriff, and County 
Clerk, giving the names of nineteen 


families in that county whom the affi- 
ants declare are in a condition of starva- 
tion, occasioned by the drought. The 
number of rsons in each family 
is stated, showing the total number to 
be one hundred and six persons. The 
paper states that these families are un- 
able to procure sufficient food, and are 
now resorting, in some cases, to ealing 
the carcasses of ca'tle which have died 
from starvation. The signers of the 
statement appeal for aid from the Leg- 
islature, but as nothing more can be 
expected from that source, it is left for 
the generous and more fortunate of 
other counties to render such aid as 
they can.

A More Liberal Construction. 

OTTAWA, April 2.

ABluable Hotel Burned. 
MONTEREY, Cal., April 2. 
The Hotel Del Monte was discovered 
on fire shortly before midnight last 
night. Everything was done to save 
it, but without success. The magnifi- 
cent hotel isa total wreck. No lives 
were lost. There were nearly 300 


guests in the hotel, mostly Eastern 
people. The fire was discovered quick 
enough to give all an opportunity to 
escape. Most of the guests lost all 
their trunks and clothing. Those who 
were not Overcome by fr.ght saved 
their jewelry and money. They were 
all huddled togetber in-the grounds, 
where they had to shiver all night, 
many of them baving on nothing 
more than their night clothes, 
The heat from the flames 
of the burning building kept them 
warm for a time, but as the flames 
died out many ladies suffered severely 
from the cold. All who could sought 
refuge in the local hotels, and arrange- 
ments have been made by the railroad 
company totake them to San Fran- 
cisco as early as possible. 

The hotel belonged to the Southern 
Pacific Railway Company and was 
considered the handsomest watering 
place hotel in America. It co:t $350,- 
000, and was not insured. Charles F, 
Crocker, Vice President of the South- 
ern Pacific Company was seen early 
this morning, and said the hotel 
would be rebuiit as it had proved a 
very profitable investment.
